ment and if the men in the Kremlin 
want to avoid trouble with l:he pro 
jected alliance all they need do is 
refrain from attacking any of the 
member nations. 
Treaty Can't Harm L'.S.S.R. 


Chairman Connallv (D-Tex) of 
the Senate Foreign Relations com 
mittee took that stand, too. 


"If Russia does 
not 
meditate 
armed attacks, the treaty can not 
harm her," he said. 


The state department's reaction to 
the protest which the Soviet Union 
delivered late yesterday was mad 
known through a spokesman who 
declined use of Ills name.

"To totalitarianism we say, you 
have your system but don't think it 
has to affect other people's lives. 
We have to share the world." 


Bevin made two other points about 
the pact and the general project 
underway here to consolidate

1. He declared "the settlement of 
future peace, permanent peace, has 
to be determined in this next year." 


2. He said that the treaty will 
create "a common pool" of man- 
power, military assistance and econ- 
omic aid and the question for each 
country is what it can put into the 
pool.

The House rejected all efforts to 
outlaw interstate shipment of oleo-

Voting occurred after the House 
had heard complaints that the dairy

backers, that housewives should be 
free to buy any wholesale food they 
choose. 


The House action sent the measure 
to the Senate, which hasn't acted on 
the question this year. The House 
approved an oleomargarine tax re- 
pealer last year, 260 to 106, but it 
died in the Senate.

Washington, April 1 — (JP) — A 
bill giving President Truman broad 
powers to revamp the government, 
but also making it easier for con- 
gress to nullify his reorganization 
plans, was approved today by a 
senate committee. 


If either branch of congress dis- 
approved a reorganization proposal 
it would be dead, under the measure 
approved by the senate executive 
expenditures committea. 


The group re-wrote a bill passed 
by the House which would require 
dissent by both Houses in order to 
kill any presidential proposal for 
streamlining the executive depart- 
ment. 


At the same time it knocked out 
a House provision that any reorgan- 
ization plan for the military estab- 
lishment and six other agencies be 
submitted to congress separately. 
Friends of these divisions had un- 
successfully tried in the House to 
have them 
exempted 
from 
any 
presidential change.

Senate beat down tonight a propos- 
al by Senators Taft CD-Ohio) and 
Russell (D-Ga) to slash 10 per cent 
off the new $5,580,000,000 fund for 
the next 15 months of the European 
recovery program. 
The vote was 54 to 23. 
The vote, regarded as the major 
test of efforts to whittle foreign aid 
spending, seemingly cleared the way 
for Senate approval of the full 
amount requested by President Tru- 
man's administration for western 
Europe. 


However, many amendments still 
were pending. If all were formally 
offered, they could delay a final 
vote on the bill, perhaps for days. 


The vote on the Taft amendment 
came after the Senate had rejected, 
68 to 14, a proposal by Senator 
Wherry (R-Neb) to cut the fund 15 
per cent. 


After the vote on the Taft-Russell 
amendment, the Senate recessed at 
10:03 pjn., central standard time 
until 10 o'clock Saturday morning. 


The Wherry proposal would have 
slashed 15 per cent off the spending 
program 
authorization 
urged 
by 
President Truman for the next 15 
months. 


Wherry told the Senate that the 
Taft-Russell amendment was merely 
a "token cut." 


But Taft objected to this language. 
He pointed out that the 10 per cent 
cut would knock off more than $500, 
000,000 and he added "that ain't 
hay."

At the same time the cen- 
sus bureau said the number of 
people having jobs last month 
increased 480,000

February estimates. 


(The increase in the number of 
persons having jobs was greater 
than the decrease in unemployment 
because there was a rise in the 
"labor force." The labor force, as 
defined by the government, consists 
of people having work, or looking 
for work. The number in this force 
rose from 60,388,000 in February to 
GO,814,000 in March.) 


These are the new totals of up- 
employed and employed: 
Unemployed— 3,167,000 
Employed—57,647,000 
Government officials were sur- 
prised—and pleased—by the upturn 
in the work picture. 
Secretary of 
Commerce Sawyer told 
reporters 
after a White House cabinet meet- 
ing that he thinks the upward 
trend in unemployment has been 
''stopped." 


The census bureau itself spoke of 
the development as showing that 
halted "at least temporarily."

Pollard Sentenced 
To 99 Years For 
Killing Baby Boy 


St. Louis, April 1—!JP)—William 
Norris Pollard, who has been in and 
out of mental institutions 20 times, 
was sentenced to 99 years in the Mis- 
souri state penitentiary today for 
killing a baby boy who was left in 
his care. 


The child was Joseph Edward 
Nichols, 21 months old, son of Mr.

In Circuit court today Pollard 
pleaded guilty to a charge of second 
degree murder.

His mother, Mrs. Mary 
Pollard, a telephone operator in 
Cincinnati, was in the courtroom. 
She had said all along she would

While he waited for trial Pollard 
had slashed his wrists and gone on 
hunger strikes.

Like ERP To Aid Asia

Winston Churchill sat on the 
platform as Stassen made this call 
in a speech prepared for the mid- 
century convocation of Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology. Stas- 
sen, the second political speaker in 
a great symposium on human and 
scientific progress, took the pro- 
gram place of President Truman, 
who could not attend. 


"Clearly the Marshall plan in 
Europe has been the most signific- 
ant. single right thing we have done 
since the end of the war," Stassen 
said.

"Supported in a major way, it 
should be long-term in its vision, 
continuous in its execution, carry- 
ing the same flexibility of detailed 
application, and the same concept 
of objectives and requirement of 
self-help as the Marshall plan."

Optometrists in Illinois are faced bi: a piece of legisr 
lation that could be regarded as smacking of Irgjj Curtain 
regulation, or just downright silly. Senate Bill No. 184, 
now in the Illinois general assembly hopper, contains pro- 
visions that would shove optometry around in rough 
fashion. The measure would dictate to alT optometrists 
the kind of displays they could maintain to acquaint the 
public with their location or service. It would tell them the 
size of letters they could use in outside signs, the kind of 
lights in the sign, and a lot of other stuff that would not 
be mere suggestions or recommendations—but law. 


Still invading the rights of individuals, the senate bill 
now threatening the freedom of optometry contains clauses 
which would handcuff the profession in advertising its 
service. If the new measure were to be passed, optome- 
trists could not indulge in newspaper, radio, television or 
other types of advertising beyond the insertion of a simple 
professional card for a limited number of times and in 
specific language, without violating the law. 


Among the silly restrictions which the bill would 
place upon optometrists are: " . . . t h e name and title of 
the licensee.. .shall not be displayed in lettering larger 
than four inches in height for street level offices nor larger 
than six inches in height for offices above street level and 
shall not be illuminated except during office hours, and 
under no circumstances by any colored or neon lights, nor 
shall any eye glass or eye sign, whether painted, decal- 
comania or any other, either in the form of eyes, or ¡ton, whose topic was "DeMoiay ir. 
structure resembling eyes, eyeglass frames, or eyeglasses 
or spectacles, be displayed in any manner."
